In vonsequence of 
the. delay, in tho gompletion of the wholly, the 
authorities refasnlto hive avytbhing to do with 
the contract, ralvined 321,003, and refused to 
accopt theae sholls,and it was ouly with great 
difficulty later that Mr. Pitosan, by making pro- 
genta to the junior. officialx—as is customary

smake a'great redneti nia the price, ‘The non- 
Aolivery-of those sholls ‘by the Hip Tai Loong 
wis rimply caused by their state of insolvency 
and their inability to get a supply of iron, 
‘Thins they were oly able to supply 496 shells 
and .thesa wore only finished after eavaral 
months of unremsonable delay. “When. theay 
shells were. insppoted they wore found . to 
bo,distinotly inferior to the sample, and when 
in’ June :the lash’ witness camo to Mr. Pit- 
man and reported plaintiffs’ state of insolvency 
and urged bim to take: these abells and do tho 
bost he cold and roll them at alningt.any price 
to the Foochow Government, Mr, Pitmanagfood 
to take. dhenz, uot-under the original contract : 
‘bat only: ng ‘thoir agent, endagvouring to soll at 
the ‘boat price ‘ho could gat. Lt was on. that con- 
dition only that ho took the shells... Ho had no 
ready wonvy in hind but ho lad no diffloulty in 

tting’ an advaneo. from, the ‘Bank on theso 
shells,.and $2,000 was advanced te the Hip Tai 
Loong, which money was simply advanced on 
the representatios of Chan Ya Psi, In ordor to 
‘oll these Mr, Pitman bad to incur considerable 
trontle and expenso in disbursing monay. Of 
theze 496 shells 106 were retused sa worthless, 
and were still lying at Foovhow at the order of 
Hip Tai Loong. For the ‘shells Mr, Pitman 
received $5.10 por shell, and claims for nacossary 
expenses being deducted, left a bilance of $L.451- 
Mr. Pitman’ had sdvanced $2,000 which he had to 
make good leaving s-balance due to Mr, Pitman 
of $549, He (Counsel) submitted to his lord- 
ship that the question resolved itself intn this. 
Phat plaintiffa falled €o carry ont their contrast 
vithin reasonable time—and failing to do so the 
Chinese authoritiss repudiated the contrast, and 
threw it back.on Mr. Pitmun'’s hands. The 
contract, was ‘repudiated simply and solely be- 
eause plaintiffs vere not ready to doliver the 
1,800 shells within reasonable time, As to Mr. 
Pitmsn’s selling these 496 shells, he did that 
merely ad theiragont, He did not accept those 
496 shells under the original contract.
